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Outside the Statist ead bubble 


I n many ways, Stanstead College is an unnatural 
place. Students from diverse backgrounds living in 
a tight community, eating together, following iden- 
tical routines. Most everything they need is right 
here on campus, save for what they can pick up at the 
grocery store just a walk (or taxi ride) away. Activities 
are supervised, and students go from day to day confi- 
dently feeling sheltered and safe. In other words, it’s not 
like the real world at all. 

We don’t want our students growing up thinking naive- 
ly that the world is perpetually rosy, because of course it 
isn’t, as we are reminded on the news almost daily. 

No matter what their background, it’s important to 
remind our students that they are enjoying a privileged 
education and that they should be aware of the world 
outside their bubble. 

On a couple of occasions, I’ve had to do this in the 
form of reprimands: when groups of students are walk- 
ing on the sidewalk and they meet a pedestrian, they 
should step aside and not force the pedestrian to step into 
the street; when they pick up food at the grocery store, 



they are not to bring it into Subway next door, eat it there 
and leave a mess behind without purchasing a thing. 

Most of the time, thankfully, we take a more positive 
approach. Every Thursday afternoon, for example, nu- 
merous students head off campus for Community Ser- 
vice projects - walking the dogs for the Frontier Animal 
Society, visiting seniors, tutoring students through the 
Phelps Help program. 

Each spring, the entire school heads out as one to rake, 
trim, pick up debris and visit shut-ins in order to make a 
few lives and the Stanstead community a little brighter. 

We hold a Remembrance Day service every year to 
recall the sacrifices made by alumni and teachers during 
the catastrophic World Wars. For the past several years, 
we’ve sent a small contingent to Ottawa to participate in 
the national Remembrance Day service there. 

Finally, we look beyond Stanstead to the world by par- 
ticipating in service trips such as Habitat for Humanity 
or campaigns like the 30-Hour Famine and the Terry Fox 
Run. Some of our boys grow moustaches for Movember 
- it’s not pretty, but it helps. 

This year, a group of students are working on a joint 
service project with Olympia Schools in Vietnam to 
help raise money for poor rural schools in that country. 
The group is informing their peers about the country 
and the situation regarding rural education and will do 
fundraising through the year in support of the project. 

Will 225 students be able to raise all the necessary 
money? That’s hard to say. But what they will 
raise is an awareness that the majority of peo- 
ple in the world do not enjoy the privilege of 
secure living and education that they do. 

I hope that our students keep this aware- 
ness with them as they head into the world as 
adults. As John Wesley said (and as I some- 
times recite as a grace before meals), “Do all 
the good you can. By all the means you can. 

In all the ways you can. In all the places you 
can. At all the times you can. To all the people 
you can. As long as ever you can.” 
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Science Marches On 


What makes ice melt the fastest? 


What temperature affects batteries the most? 


What causes bridges to crash? 


N o, these are not the relentless questions of 
an extremely precocious toddler. They are 
the titles of just a few of the hundreds of 
experiments that have been conducted at Science 
Fairs at Stanstead College for more than 40 years. 

The first Science Fair was held in May 1975. 

The yearbook doesn’t say much about that first Maude Migneault goes over some of her data with Mr. Planetta. 
event other than there being “lots of inventiveness 


all around.” The following year, though, the se- 
nior school winner was Jean Benoit for his “comput- 
er master mind game,” while the junior winner was 
Richard Martin and his butterflies around the world. 

Richard proved to be something of a Science Fair 
savant. In 1977, he attended the Canada- Wide Sci- 
ence Fair in Victoria, BC. No mention of how he 
fared. 


Science in action 

But fame and fortune is not why Stanstead College 
students undertake the Science Fair procedure (not 
that they have a choice.) The purpose of the exercise, 
says teacher and unofficial Science Fair commission- 
er Chris Planetta, is to allow students to experience 
not only what science is but what it can do. 

“I want students to think about the research and 
science behind some products, which will help them 
make good choices when they become adult consum- 
ers,” he says. “They also live in an environment with 
constant innovation, constant new materials being 
produced. In many ways, science fairs are the foun- 
dation of a lot of that future research.” 

It’s a very practical approach that goes beyond the 
pure science seen in the classroom setting. 

“Lab activities at the high school level are designed 
in a way that, if you do this, you’ll get this result. 
With a Science Fair experiment, the kids don’t know 
what they’re going to get,” says Planetta, who has 
overseen 28 junior and senior fairs over the years. 

That’s a lot of test tubes, petri dishes and display 
boards, miles and miles of construction paper. Of 
course, we can’t prove that. . .

Research and development 

Students begin planning their projects weeks ahead 
of the Science Fair. For the recent Senior Science Fair 
for Grade 10 students, preparation began in Septem- 
ber. Students first must decide what they’re going to 
do, and this requires research and a sense of curios- 
ity.

Unlike 40 years ago, the Internet is available as a 
great resource for modern-day researchers, whether 
it’s to come up with an idea or find information. “If 
they need the heat capacity of copper, they don’t need 
to dig through the library anymore. They can get it in 
five seconds,” says Planetta. 

Getting ideas and background from the Internet is 
fine, says Planetta, but the student still has to do the 
work. And, of course, students must resist the temp- 
tation to cut and paste. 

Once students come up with an idea, they take their 
projects to their teachers for approval. Sometimes 
projects need a bit of nudging, says Planetta. 

“This year, one team wanted to measure whether 
salt water evaporated faster than fresh water, which 
is the equivalent of watching paint dry,” he says. 


“They came up with the idea so early in 
September I said, ‘Yeah, let’s run with 
this for a week.’ They came back and 
said nothing was happening or they’re 
all evaporating the same time, so I said, 
‘Okay let’s try this. . . 

Then there is the matter of choosing 
one’s partner. 

Alex Liddell-Grainger went solo in 
Grade 9 but, in Grade 10 teamed up 
with classmate Jacob Ducharme (“How 
Sunlight Intensity Is Different With The 
Seasons”). There can be some jockeying 
for partners, he says. 

“You can go with your friends,” he 
explains, “but usually you want to do 
the best, so you join a stronger person 
instead of ending up with a friend who 
fools around.” 

Busy schedules 

Working in partnership is just one of the many as- 
pects of Science Fair that go beyond the science it- 
self. There is finding time in the busy school schedule 
to get everything done. (Planetta tells of some recent 
late-night gluing...) There’s research involved, data 
collection, writing up the report. Designing an attrac- 
tive board is important. Finally, students have to pres- 
ent their projects at the Science Fair itself, bringing in 
a public speaking component. 

Ultimately, the Science Fair is a competi- 
tion. Each team presents to a series of judges 
- teachers, parents, peers - and the scoresheets 
are tabulated at the end of the eve- 
ning (with the science teachers’ scores 
weighted more than, say, the Grade 12 
students’). Winners are announced the 
next day, with the top students receiving 
book prizes. So, in the end, there is fame 
and fortune - Stanstead fame and book 
fortune. 

“It’s an amazingly busy school,” says 
Planetta. “I’m glad we take time for Sci- 
ence Fair.”

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Plucky Spartans shorthanded but sturdy 



n a season that began with uncertainty, the senior 
soccer squads fared remarkably well this past 
fall. 

With hockey getting under way at the very start 
of the school year (see page 6), many of the top stu- 
dent-athletes who might normally have played soccer 
opted for their preferred sport on the ice. 

Last year, 28 boys tried out for the senior boys 
squad. This year only 13 tried out, including just two 
returning seniors. After four juniors were brought up, 
the Senior Boys Spartans consisted of 17 players. 
However, what they lacked in numbers they made up 
for in talent. 

After a couple of early losses at ETIAC, the Spar- 
tans finished the regular season in second place be- 
hind Alexander Galt. Dispatching Massey- Vanier in 
the championship semi-final, Stanstead faced Galt for 
a third time this season in the ETIAC final. Down 2-0 
early in the second half, Stanstead came back to tie on 
a penalty kick by Kyle Morin and a rebound off the 
body of Carson Son. 

Shorthanded due to a red card, the Spartans sur- 
vived overtime to go to a shoot-out, where captain 
Connor Fletcher on the last kick of his career as a 
Stanstead soccer player, buried the winning shot to 


win the trophy. 

Like the boys, the 2014 CAIS Champion Senior 
Girls Spartans were decimated at the start of the sea- 
son, with only seven girls trying out. With recruits 
from juniors, a couple of walk-ons and the return a 
few weeks later of two hockey players who 
missed the game too much, the girls ended up 
with a respectable, hard-working team. At the 
end of the season, the Spartans finished fourth 
in the league. 

This set the stage for the highlight of the year 
for the girls, a playoff semi-final against first- 
place Galt, who had beaten Stanstead three 
times already this fall. Described by coach Erik 
Van Dyke as “the greatest upset victory I’ve 
been a part of in 23 years of coaching,” the girls 
won 2-1, with goals by Elizabeth Gaudreau 
(a returning hockey player) and Anna Thing- 
phang-nga (a recruited junior). 

While the girls lost to powerhouse Salesien 
in the final 1-0, the team was thrilled with their 
season results.

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Teachers honour Peter Ashworth at Opening Din

P eter Ashworth is retiring. Again. Mr. Ash- 
worth stopped teaching at Stanstead Col- 
lege in 2002, but he never really left the 
school. Since then, he has been head of the ar- 
chives, a tutor, mastermind of academic timeta- 
bling and an avid booster of all things Stanstead. 

But after 43 years, PFA (as he’s known) has 
turned over the keys to the archives and has re- 
ally and truly retired. 

Prior to the opening of the school year, the 
faculty had an opportunity to thank Mr. Ash- 
worth for his countless examples of service and 
inspiration. 

Science colleague Erik Van Dyke described 
Mr. Ashworth as a mentor. “PFA remains the 
most gifted teacher I’ve had the pleasure of 
working with. His ability to engage every stu- 
dent, every class, was something I coveted, and 
subsequently I copied any of his techniques that 
I could.” 

Mr. Van Dyke also spoke of PFA’s innovation as 
a house director and director of student life, among 
other positions he held. 

“He taught me that if you give kids responsibility 
and work hard beside them, they will respond posi- 
tively. They will work their tails off, and they will en- 
joy the responsibility. They will thrive under 
I the expectations.” 

Over the past 15 years, the College archives 
have been Mr. Ashworth’s main area of focus. 
He has consolidated them from a disorganized, 
scattershot collection all over cam- 
| pus to a fully indexed record of the 
school with a permanent home in 
the basement of the Student Cen- 
tre. There is also a new display at 
Centenary United Church. 

“I am now very proud of how far 
we’ve come,” said Mr. Ashworth 
of the archives. “I think the present 
archives really enhance the image 
of SC in the eyes of all, from alum- 
ni to prospective parents. I won- 
der how many parents who shop 
around see an archives the calibre 
of ours.” 


To mark his own retirement, Peter and Sue Ash- 
worth established the Ashworth Scholarship, award- 
ed to a deserving local day student who consistently 
demonstrates effort and excels in some area of activi- 
ty. The inaugural scholarship was presented to gradu- 
ating student Ryan Fletcher.

lor the first time since 1970, the 
Pitcher Prize was awarded to two 
students at the annual Baccalaureate 
and Prize-Giving, held June 20 at Centena- 
ry United Church. 

Jacob Hochstrasser-Borsari of Holland, 

Vt. and Julia Gilpin of Wemindji, Que. 
earned the school’s top prize in a vote by 
students and faculty that ended in a dead 
heat, said Headmaster Michael Wolfe in 
announcing the prizes. The two also hap- 
pened to be co-head prefects this past year. 

The Pitcher Prize is awarded to the stu- 
dent who has exerted the greatest influence

First awarded in 1912, the Pitcher Prize 
was originally presented annually to both a boy and a 
girl until 1958, after which the school went all-boys 
for the next 20 years. (There was one exception; for 
some reason, in 1957, the prize was presented to a 
boy only, John Ed.) The prize was not presented at all 
in 1919 and from 1922 to 1931. 

The last co-winners of the prize were 1970 gradu- 
ates Greg Scotcher and Andrew Lester. 

In addition to co-winning the Pitcher Prize, Jacob 
was the top prize-winner at Baccalaureate. On top of 
winning the Grade 12 prizes for Chemistry, Physics 
and the highest Term 3 average, Jacob won the Choir 
Award, the Technology Prize, the Community Service 
Award, the Spofforth Trophy for Excellence in Sci- 
ence and Mathematics, the Arthur E. Curtis Jr. Award 
for the top student entering an engineering program, 
the Bowman Hall Award for a major athlete with the 
highest average, and the Birks Silver Medal for the 
highest overall average in Grade 12. 

Jacob is studying electrical engineering at McGill 
University this fall. 

A lifer, Julia also won the Raymond Lester Memo- 
rial Award, presented to the student who has most 
benefitted from being at Stanstead College. She is 
studying sociology at Trent University. 

Benjamin Clermont of Ogden, Que. was the top 
student in Grade 11, winning the Governor General’s 
Medal for the highest average, as well as the A.P. Gor- 


don Science Prize, the McGill Science Medal Award 
and prizes for Biology, Chemistry, Math, Physics, 
Fran?ais and the highest average in Term 3. 

In all, 59 students received Grade 12 diplomas this 
past spring. They all received offers from a post-sec- 
ondary institution, including 36 Canadian and 35 US 
colleges and universities. This fall, the Class of 2015 
is spread out into four countries, six Canadian prov- 
inces and six U.S. states, studying 36 different ma- 
jors. 

The guest speaker at Baccalaureate was 
George Diamandopoulos, Class of 1994, an in- 
vestor and businessman now based in Mexico 
City. He told the graduating students that their 
career and life paths are completely open to 
them right now, although every decision they 
make closes a door. But that’s okay; this is part 
of the narrowing down process. 

He offered the students five pieces of advice: 
create balance in your life; never be intimidat- 
ed or assume that someone is better than you; 
step out of your comfort zone; maintain your 
ambitions and don’t renegotiate with yourself; 
and finally, on a practical level, create revenue 
by looking for non-linear payouts.

J ason Rodi (Class of 1995) was the guest speaker 
at the second annual Entrepreneurs for Educa- 
tion (E4E), held at Alt Hotel in Griffintown on 
April 29. 

The event raised $87,400 to be put towards a schol- 
arship for a deserving, well-rounded Quebec candi- 
date who has demonstrated clear financial need, ac- 
ademic excellence, leadership skills and an ability to 
contribute to the overall life of the school. 

Jason Rodi was the co-founder of Moment Factory, 
a new media and entertainment studio, and in 2004, 
made the film The Eye of the Son, which was nomi- 
nated for Best Documentary at the Gemini Awards. 
He has directed and produced two more films as well 
as directed a narrative feature and produced numer- 
ous short films. Jason founded a second creative stu- 
dio, NOMAD Nation, and, NOMAD Live, based on 
web content about community, art, and travel. 

Jason spoke about how his years at Stanstead ap- 
pealed to the dreamer within him. 

“There were mentors, there was a community from 
which I could harness resources, develop projects, 
there was not only the facilities for my body and mind 
to expand but also there was the time for it,” he told 
the crowd. 



He singled out teacher Peter Ashworth (saluted 
elsewhere in this issue) for being the first person 
to call him a leader. 

“Lead what? Lead my 
life, my projects, lead 
my destiny toward the 
dreams I’d had as a 
child.” 

Stanstead also 
helped him to become 
an entrepreneur, he 
said. 

“What is an entre- 
preneur? C’est d’en- 
treprendre. To take 
on projects. Through- 
out my life, I have 
thought back to my 
time at Stanstead, and 
the techniques that 

made me efficient, made me retain information, get 
up in the morning with energy.” 

Guests also heard from Head Prefect Jacob Hoch- 
strasser-Borsari (2015) and alumnus Joseph Levy 
(1969). Catered by Academie Culinaire, the event 
also included a silent auction and an art auction with 
works selected from Galerie Bellefeuille.
